LISBON, (via frontier), Jan. 4.—En- 
suing on the punishment of the patri- 


arch of Lisbon, Mgr. Anthony Mendes 
Bello, whom the Portuguese Government 
ordered expelled for two vears, al! the 
Portuguese bishops today proclaimed 
their independence of the Government.

Asked as to his conduct toward the 
children, she said, ‘‘Once when little 
Valle, our second child, had convulsions, 
and I was about tu send for the doctor, 
he spanked the little boy and said no 
doctor was needed and that if one came 
he would throw him out.” 

Says Parents Can Aid Her. 

The Court asked whether she had any 
fiyed plan for rearing the children, and 
Mrs. Milttenberger replied that she had 
no definite plan. She said, in reply to 
further questions, that her parents were 
in moderate circumstances, and could 
help her, in any «emergency that might 
arise, to provide for the children. 

Her mother, Mrs. J. S. Duncan of 5387 
Piymouth avenue, confirmed this state- 
mént when called te the stand. 

P. . Vanderlippe, a real estate agent, 
appeared as a character witness, saying 
he had known the plaintiff since in- 
tancy. 

Josie Hoffmann, who was for five 
years a maid in the Miltenberger home 
on Washington boulevard, testified that 
Mrs. Miltenberger was ‘‘alwayvs kind 
and good” to her husband, but that his 
behavior varied from “acting like an 
angel’ in the presence of company to 
abuse. and neglect at other times.

Hieard of Cigarettes at Tea. 

“A vear ago he started violent scold- 
ings three nights in succession, because 
one afternoon she had gone to a tea he 
didn't wishe her to attend. He had 
heard, he said, that some women at 
the tea smoked cigarettes. One of those 
nights he talked so that I stood at the 
foot of the stairs, ready to run up and 
interfere if he should really try to kill 
her, as I thought he was about to.”

WHAT IS HUMOR? 

In order to arrive at some conception of what 
the British jokesmith regards as a joke, La Revue 
of Paris invited the best-known contemporary 
writers of Britain to contribute their definitions. 
The answers are widely different. 

Bernard Shaw says humor is “a primary sub- 
stance that makes us laugh.” R. C. Carton calls 
it “what oxygen is to the air we breathe.” Zang- 
will says, ‘“‘the smile on the face of wisdom.” W. 
Pett Ridge intimates that some of the French 
comic papers fail to make him smile. Owen Sea- 
man, editor of Punch, destribes various national 
and racial characteristics in the fun line, but he 
doesn’t tell us why Punch is funny, or rather, why 
Englishmen consider it funny. The answers are 
laughable, if not conscious humor. 

Among the older humorists the play upon words 
is still recognized as a high type of jest. France 
and Germany are especially prone to this form of 
humor. In America, Bret Harte and Mark Twain 
laid the foundation of a different school, a schoo] 
founded not upon quip or iest, but upon a deep 
philosophy, a knowledge of human nature, pro- 
voking the laugh by its apt picture of the subject, 
end not by tricks of phrase. 

Fortunately, to each mind humor means some- 
thing different. Were it otherwise, how drearily 
monotonous the mere flight of words in some pre- 
scribed form.

In substantiation of this charge her 
lawyer showed a letter to the Court, 
which Mrs. Davenport identified as her 
husband's writing, in which the state- 
ment was made that she had taken up 
with a married man and that she had 
become very bold. The letter, it was 
eXplained, was written to the woman's 
brother-in-law. Mrs. Davenport said 
there was no truth in this. 

Louis Balmer, mentioned in Daven- 
port’s testimony, brought suit for di- 
vorce at Clayton Oct. 24 and the case is 
set for trial Jan. 16. He alleges that his 
wife refused to prepare his meals, that 
she associated with other men, that she 
Was unreasonably jealous and that on 
two occasions she attempted to end her 
life by taking choloroform. They have 
one child, Chester D., 6 years old. The 
Balmers were married March 24, 1904, 
and separated April 11 last, according to 
the petition. Mrs. Balmer still occupies 
the family home, 5201 North Broadway. 

Mrs. Balmer has not yet filed an an- 
ewer Aut ler ‘attorney, former Judge 
William Zac¢kritz, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Thursday one would be filed. 

“She will “not ask for a divorce be- 
eause that is just what her husband 
maid like,’ said the attorney.
